The €liiucsc Qxt^^tioo- 

ToTHB F.DITOR:— Tiioro beiiii; a gretit 
crowd of Chinese employed hero, this cir- 
cumstance has on several occasiuns given 
rioO to uwtl^c ccniici'.i acoidt'nt'* in ronnnc- 
tion with the publiu sehods. Tho.se peo- 
ple, contributing their cjunta to the achool 
fund, think they h;ive n fight, ineH[iectivo 
of their ago, to the full beiiedt of our edu- 
cational system. Accordingly they havo 
frequently applied for udniission to the 
schools; for a iiiunth or two they ceased 
to trouble the teacherH, but at one time 
their iniportuiiitiea wi-re most voxatioua 
They would come to ihv aclmol, briiiginu' 
books and slate.s, :i3 if detennined to furce 
adinittacce, and were with difficulty got 
rid of on the ground that being above the 
school ape, they wore no longer entitled 
to education . It may be asked why, if 
they are deairoua of leariiing, they do not 
form a class and pay a toaclier/ The e.t- 
planation probably is, that tlieao appli- 
cants are labouring Chinoso who havo ncjt 
been long in the connlry, and have not 
yet emerged from slavery; iheir oarninga 
are, no doubt, appropriated by the Chinese 
COinpaniea, who supply tliem as aervaiua 
to their ditferent etnployur^. 

Thi8"pursuit of knowledge under ditE- 
cultiea" by the mongolians may be very 
comical, but it suggeats comparisons by 
no means flattering to our own race. Uow 
many British workmen are tliero, who, if 
they went to reside in a foreign country, 
like the Chinese, wnuld .-lei-iously attempt 
to master the lauouagol I doubt if there 
are hull a dozen m the whole province. As 
we are always congratulating our^selvea ou 
being the superior race, it is well to notice 
this, it may tend to moderate our con- 
ceit. 

But if these Celeatial.'i, battering m vain 
•at the gates of knowledge, form a grotes- 
que picture, the indignation of acjine of the 
white residents at the proposed iuvaaion 
was even more ludicrous. Acconiing to 
them, the hitherto immaculate nunals of 
this district wore about to be irretrievably 
ruined; the Chinese wnuld teach tlio chil- 
dren the most liorrid vice.s, etc., etc. 
Now, the Chinese are almost uuiveraally 
employed as domestic aervant.s. 'I'lirough- 
flui this province the first step to respect- 
ability seems to be.to hire a Chinaman . In 
domestic service they live in iutimiite as- 
Bociation with tlie fainiliea; yet there ia 
no hesitancy, mi fear felt ur e.xpre.s.-ied, 
that their depiav.!d imii-ala will corrupt 
the children. H.iw tlieo, can it bo aer- 
ioualy supposed that tlu-y can oontaiuiiiati! 
the sohool-children by merely sitting in 
the same public room with them two or 
three hours a day. 

There is no evidence that the Chinoso 
are more inimonil than the Caucasian 
race. Their immorality is obviously in- 
ferred from the unnatural atato in which 
they exist in this connlry. Living, as 
as thoy do, all huddled together, without 
families, it is a.s.snmed that they must in 
Borae respects be depraved. If they are, 
on wliom rests the re:i|ioiisibility f Evi- 
dently the wealthy and midille classes of 
this coast who havo indirectly forced them 
into. tEili' c^'hiiition are alone responsible. 
Sotiie 'slAve'dealor at Canton buys a China- 
man for 8 ' many years, ho then perliaiis 
sells him :'' ,in advance price to another 
merchant of the same claaa, by him the 
slave ia shipped to a Cliineso company on 
the Pacific coast, who finally hire him out 
to white employers. It has been abun- 
dantly shown that the most of the labor- 
ing Chinese are brought to America on 
such terms; yet the peoplo, who used to 
lift up their hands in horror iit the slave 
trade, havo no hesitation in accepting help 
that has boon produced for them in tliis 
•way. 

Fortunately there are not many Chinese 
childrun in this country, nor are there 
likely to bo, considering the manner in 
which the Chinese are lirouglit here. If 
there was, I think our ferocioiia anti- 
Chinese legislators would bo inclined to 
treat them somewhat after king Herod's 
fashion. But, if the Chinese are of prop- 
er ago, they havo manifestly a perfect 
right to public education. Tlui objection 
on account of their viciou.s habita I take 
to be utterly insincere. The real reason 
of bur repugnance to admitting them ap- 
pears to be that wo are accustomed to re- 
gard them us an inferior and degraded 
race, and it ia like putting them on an 
equality with us to allow them to be edu- 
cated with our own children. 

There is this comfort for the Chinese. 
If our contemptuous dislike is rather pro- 
judicial to those who desire education, 
our habit of regarding them as a servile 
imce is highly advantageous to the im- 



mense majority, who merely wanteniploy- 
ment. It is not ao much 1 am convinced 
on accimnt of their choapnesis that the 
Chinese are preferred, as because they 
display certain characteristics of slaves. 
They are more p;Llieiit under affronts, loss 
irritable, less pronqit to resist injustice 
and opiire.saiou than the white race. These 
traits aecure theni the preforenco in every 
emiiloymeiit of which th»y are capalilo. 
The ladies somotimoa espreaa theinaolvea 
on this subject with charming frankness. 
One of them told me sho preforrod the 
Chineae servants ''because you can do 
whatever you like with them ; " that is to 
say whenever she felt parnciilarly ill-tem- 
pered (which I suppooo was very often), 
hero was a non-combatant m tho i)oraun of 
her Chinaman, who could be shipped, kick- 
ed, Cuffed and iithorwiau maltreated with- 
out fear of unpleasant conBoquences. In 
this reapect the uioiigidians are, peculiarly 
uaoful. They aerve as light uiiig eoiidiu,-- 
tora to divert this domo.stic electricity, the 
stored-uii wrath of theae excitable ilainea 
from more aeiiaitive objocta from 
their own families whosu hap .inesa ia 
thereby largely increased.

Dk.nni.so.n, Te.x., .May Id. Tiie two 
young ladies assaulted were Alice and 
Hannah, daughters of .Judge tlilbert. Tho 
former received a seven, gaah iu tho fore- 
head and her eye was badly injured. 
The latter was struck in tho siile with a 
knife, which struck the cor.set stays, sav- 
ing her life, but making a lleali wtjuiul. 
About 11 o'clock the negro was traced to 
Taylortown and after a struggle was c:i]i- 
turod and carried to tho jail; a mob folh \i 
ing. Near midnight tho mob mcreasiMl 
and threatened to burn the jail. The oi 
ficora became alarmed and asked tiftoen 
minutes to get the other prisoners out. 
The lifteen iiiiiiutes e.\piretl and the mob 
clamored. The othcera asked for further 
tiino, but suddenly a man boldly pushed 
his way tiliniigii tiio dour, iixi: in liaiul, 
and appeared before the cell occupied by 
the terrified negro. .\ few blows battered 
the door down. The negro rushed out 
within sight of the crowd and jtuniied 
from an elevation. The negro was not 
killed by tho mob but only wounded. The 
authorities recaptured and seciiroly j.iihid 
him. 

New Yokk, May 19. — Rufna Hatch 
says there is nut a word of truth in the 
rumor that he has failed. 

Ekik, Pa., May 11).- 'I'hi.s city is in a 
state of great excitement nvtjv ihe failure 
of Ihe Erie Coiiiity Savings llaiik to-day 
with liabilities of .?;iliO,OUII, nearly all 
owing to mechanics and pocu' ueople. Thj 
institution was incorporated in 1801 with 
a capital of SlfjO,000, and had heretofore 
done a safe business. A year ago the

Hrabonder also reoei|)ted 
at the express nllice for a Sll),0(l(> package 
anil lied. The last aeen of luin was in 
church last evening. He has heretofore 
borne a good reputation; was called an 
honest Uerniun, and was reputed to bo 
worth §100,000. 

The Debate ou Crciiisitioii in 
(lie Eiiplisli House of 
4'oiiiiiioiis. 

Mr. Labouchoro of "Truth," in the iH.'!- 
Clission, said it was an ex I rai ird iiiary ajiec- 
tacle to find two .Secretani^a i f .Stale, (.Sir 
\Vm. Harcourt and Sir Richard Cross), 
combining to run amuck against the laws 
of nature, of science, and of the land. 
(Laughter). It has been staled from the 
Bench that cremation was not illegal, and 
yet they had heard the Home .Secretary 
oongratuhitiiig ins successor on having 
resisted the law of the count ry ; and then 
they had the ex-Houso Secretary e(U) 
gratulating his successor on having, in 
defiance of tho law, interfered to pre- 
vent cremation. The right lou). giiiitle- 
man who had just sjioken bad aaiil thai 
the laws of science were not within the 
scope of practical politics — (laughter), 
and that he did not attach much iinpor- 
tanco to medical certificates. lint at 
the present time there wore on an aver 
age 20,000 persons buried every year 
without a medical certificaU>. He did 
not suppose lliiil, tlin.',e per.-oiis were all 
poiaoneii, but it was obvious that there 
was bore no protection against secret 
poisoning . 

Sir W. Harcourt : Tho bodies can bo 
dug up. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Laboucliere ; Yes, but nobndy 
does dig thoni up. The rule ia that 
when people tict a relative underground 
they keep him there. (Laughter.) The 
right lion. gentliMiian has boasted that 
lio is an old Whig, but ho ia a Conser- 
vative really, niid he carries his Con- 
servatism oven beyond the grave, Me 
(Mr. Labouchere) did not accept tho itloa 
that Christians wore opposed to cretna- 
tion on religious grounds, because he 
found that ao far as many sects were 
concerned thiy liad shown that they had 
no ot)jection to cremation, because they 
had burned heretics on both sidi!8 bef.'re 
they were dead. (Laughter.) Tho right 
hon. gentleman had said there was a fool- 
ing against cremation. He did not know 
where the feeling was. To himself it 
would be a matter of aba^lute inditferenco 
whether after lie was dead ho was buried 
or burned or luiiitomised. (Laughter.) 
He pointed out that tho bill w.is only |)er 
missive. It was in fact a kind of local 
option for the dead. (Laughter.) 

"Commontiiig of Mr. Labouchere's 
speech, a c(uteD|)ondent writes — Mr. 
Labouchere convulsed the Hoiiso by 
ft grave asBuraiicQ that ho wished 
to comfort the ex-llnnio Secretary, 
Sir Richard Cross, M. P., with 
tho aasiiranco that he had no objection 
to his boing buried. As for himself, he 
did not care whothor after death he wa.s 
buried, burned, or anatomised. Mr. 
Labouchere increased tho mirth which 
his eccentric humour produced by a slip 
of the tongue in pronoiinoing "anatimi- 
ised" as if it were "anathematised." 



Iloiitseliold Iliiils. 

To polish windows or mirrors, simply 
breathe on them ^nd then rub lightly with 
soft hewispaper. 

To keep tins bright, take a small lump 
oi washing aoda, diaaolvein water and add 
a little Band, then rub the tins briskly with 
it uaint! newspaper instead of cloth. Polish 
off dry with nowapapor. It i.i said that 
there ia aomethiiig in priutor'a ink that 
aids in polishing. 

Old newspaper is the beat thing for 
cleaning lamps. First, polish tho chimney 
a bit of paper, removing all smoke, then 
take a fresh piece to clean the glaaa or 
metal part of the lamp, especially the 
burner, which must always be kept clean 
and free from soot in order to secure a 
good light, thei\ tij[,ke;<i^.(^^ori8^jJi)urnud 
part of the wick. What cirinot" be re- 
moved with paper ought not to come oil'. 
Scissors are seldom necessary or desirable 
in tritiiniing lamps. 

Asa mere matter of domestic economy, 
to say nothing of mental growth and cul- 
ture, labor and health-saving hints, and 
uaeful,practical information, householders 
will Gnd to their advantage to subscribe 
for plenty of good nowapapers. 

Old newspaper ia an excellent thing t(j 
keep a atovo clean. NVhenever anything 
ia by accident spilled over upon tho atovo 
instead of trying to clean it with a cloth 
or brush, take a bit of paper and remove 
it quickly, and use a little more paper to 
rub the stove bright, and then burn them. 
It is a much ipiicker, neuter, and more 
convenient w.iy. 

It is fashionable to use Venetian gla.ss- 
ware at the table, and not to havo any 
two tumblors or either of the wine glasses 
of tho same colour.

These men soon showcil that they hail not 
tlifi' courage of their predecessors to strug- 
gle another -eight years with the unultaiu- 
able, nud so sold the institution to the 
Uominiou government, a bargain with 
vybich the province is generally satislicd. ll 
would have been a good thing if the work 
had been conimeuced aiul the comparativi:- 
ly light uuem|iloyed labor in the 
country could have been abMirbeil. The 
sanui may be said of the Island lailway and 
a good many other things. There is only 
one remedy- patience, and that even eon- 
snniated the famous give-away (loliey of ihe 
preHOUt government, which has caused the 
Standard so much trouble. There is no 
doubt, however, that this policy is no fic- 
tipn; but. that it has hud u certain and def- 
inite effect, notwithstanding Uiat there may 
bo a slight lull at the present time. For 
instance, the population of tlie province 
has increased one-third, and lots w liieh the 
editor of tho Standard bought befor.; the 
present ministry came iuto power at .■7I lou 
an uore, are now held by that gentleman at 
more than ^llbl' a lot! There is not much 
give-away about that fact, anyhow, as any 
puroliaser will iinil if he tries Ids luck. It 
is wonderful that a geutlemau who has so 
maob to say ahotit the deciettul v.ayi; of 
speculators and eouuivinp goverumeuis 
should copy their bad ways in this fashion. 
There are lots of people in Victoria who are 
in great need of cheap building lots, and if 
a benevolent example were set by the iu- 
dueutial geulleineii alluded to, it might 
have the happiest ell'ect. The Standard, of 
cotirse, knows very well that it was the 
Walkem-Beaven or li^aven govenimeiit that 
was really responsible for the absorption of 
land by speculators by a foolish bill which 
they passed through the house. That bill 
gure the actual settler no safoynard at all. 
This state of things was amended by the 
present government nud the speculator 
stands nt a decided disadvantage. It is a 
great waste of time to have to keep replying 
to those stale, parrot-like echoes and it 
is a matter of stirprise that our contempor- 
ary docs not assert that the present surveys 
for the Island railway are a mere 
blind — that the route will liiially be found 
impracticable and that the syndicate will 
abandon it, leaving it iu the same lurch as 
tho drydock was when this government took 
it in hand; thot these two defunct enter- 
prises will ultimately be couveyetl to the 
Standard office — and that the ex-mi.ssionary 
wiU-be appointed caretaker, of course at a 
gtoitable .consideration. 



TEE FRANCHISE BILL. 

Lord Randolph Churchill is imt a tract- 
able member of the Conservative party. 
He ^yill not be trammelled by party fool- 
ing, but goes his own sweet way, gives an 
independent vote, and couseipieutly raisos 
ireful feelings in the ranks of his party. 
His latest "break" was voting with the 
government in the franchise question on 
Monday night. A conservative member 
moved an amendment to exclude Ireland 
from the operation of tho franchise bill, 
and was uphold by m0.1t of the cousurva- 
tives; But Lord Ilandolpli strongly dis- 
agreed with tho ainendmeut. He said 
that althougli lio objected to the bill 011 
account of its coiiditions, yet iie cousider- 
ed the position taken by the govoruineut 
statesmanlike. Ho said he had no fear of 
the result in enfraiieiiisiug the Irisli labor- 
ers, and hoped tliat tho eoiiservatives 
would not incur the ill-will of Ireland by 
supporting tho ainetidmont. This declara- 
tion of opinion called down upon liiui au 
angry attack from Lord George Uamiltou, 
also a conservative. He wanted to know 
what Churchill was driving at, and said 
that if tliis .was an e.\auiplo of tho demo- 
cratic toryi.srn of tlie future he declined to 
follow under such leadership. IK; lielil 
that llie franchiao bill is inirodneed to 
suit the oxigeucis uf tho liberal party; 
nearly all tho new voters would go to 
increase- their ranks. The application of 
the enfranchisment to Ir«land,ho believed, 
would bo opening tho lloodgates of agita- 
tion. However, Churchill wa.i imt to be 
colivinced, and he and Goist and some 
other conservatives voted with the I'ar 
nellitcs arid the govcriuneiit. Northc ite 
(conservative) and many of his followor.i 
left the house before the voting took filace. 
The result wa.s that tho amoudmout was 
rejected by '.i'-S'^ to i:i7. There is no 
doubt that Lord Churchill and the «_'ov- 
ernnient aro right. It would lie the great- 
est' injustice to exclude Ireland Iron the 
benefits of this bill. It wmdd be suf- 
ficient'cause for a complaint that ICiigland 
was grinding Ireland under the heel of 
oppression — contiiuiing to tnnit her as a 
conquered nation, instead of giving hor 
her' rights as a member of tho L/nitod 
"Kingdom. What is good for England 
ought not to be too good f«r Ireland.

Carlo Buasi has 
three, Kwoiig Lee & Co. four, Wang 
Foong i& Co., three. All will be very 
subiituntial. Thuse on the south side of 
Cormorant street will have heavy stone 
baacineiits, advuntugo being taken of tlie 
dcpicaaioii caused by tho .vashiag of the 
water, which for ages coursed through the 
ravine, to secure tine, well drained cellars. 
In coiivorsation with a Chinese merchant 
a lepurtcr of Thti Colonist asked: "Why 
are you putting up such fine buildings I 
Do youaiiticipatud a large increase in busi- 
ness or a large increase in the Cliinesu 
population I 

in tolerable English the merchant made 
answer — 

"We mean to stay. The Chinamen in 
this country will settloi not many more 
will come because there'll be a law lu keep 

'em out soon. But there's a good many 
Cliinainen who never want to go bac!: 
home. Then tboi-o'a tlio iniiioa — lota of 
Cliiuoao making $2 aud $10 every day. 
What ilioy want keeps tho niyrchants here 
up, All meu in Chinutuwn have solid 
business and pay high rents. Now thuy 
want til gat good houses for thoinaelves 
and pay no rent. 

Keporter — Are you looking forward to 
supply thu labor on tho Island railway ! 

Merchant — Ye8,souio of it; but we liuar 
Mr.Dunsinuir wants to got as many good, 
str ing white men as he can.

COLUIYIBIA. 

HE WKITJES A LJJTI'EK TO A 
SCOTCH PAPER. 

lu Which He L<nn<ls the 
Country. 

(PrOpK-'a Jullniill, Duri.li e, Si'r,tl;ui.l.) 

In the preceding li'tters I hiive endeav- 
oured to present befuro your readers the 
lidvantofjea of settling in a prairie country 
where the settler can squut on tlio un- 
broken soil, siiy in the month of Slay, mid 
from the harvest of tl\o succeodiiij; yeur, 
15 montlia from diito, liis fiirni will aup - 
port him uiid hia family. I'jut, in :iJdituiii 
to food and clotluiiy for the body, there 
is another toiupural want, but little thouglil 
of by a majority of mankind, I mean food 
for the mind, or to be more plain, for tlio 
imagination, supplied by readini^ aiul 
biudying tlio hook of nature— dcpL'iul 
on it a man's surroiiiidiiigs haa u gi eat deal 
to do with tlio formation vif his character. 
A Scotchman used to roadin;^ nature in 
the bold, clear, and varied type of his na- 
tive land, with numerous illustration.^ of 
mountain, lake, hill, valley, rock and 
stream, when traiLsplanted to a tiat prai 
rie country, feela like a l)oy ci impelled to 
confine his attention to the footnotes in 
brevier at the Ijottom of each pai^e.or like 
a man with a splendid appetite |)ut upon 
half.rfitions with a slim prospect liefoie 
him of ever eating a "squnro iiioal" — tlie 
balance of his natural life. Wo have a 
strong suaiiicion that our descendants in 
two or three gonerationa will all become 
Dutchmen. By a Dutchman I mean a 
man who is slow, heavy, and plethoric, 
with better facilities for sitting down than 
any other people I know of, and who sees 
his surroundings through a thick cloud of 
tobacco smoke. 

So much by way of introductiun, now 
for my subject, which to-d:iy is "liritish 
Columbia'' — a country whore the emit^raiit 
will not bu troubled with any "f the com- 
plaints set forth in the above intniduotion 
a country of so varied a topography, so 
vast and varied resources and capabilities, 
that ten such letters as these would nut 
begin to do justice. Of all the pniviiice.^ 
of thef Canadian cfuifederatioii, Pu-itish 
Columbia is essentially the most l^ritiah 
both in regard to climate, and in the soli- 
dity pf lier growth, which, owing to her 
isolated.pQsitton,haa been necessarily slow, 
but asubstantial foundation has been laid, 
ready for the prosperous tiino which it 
about to dawn upon her. 

In Vancouver's Island the IJi iton will 
find the climate of the south of England, 
with an improvement in favour of the 
former. Ho will also find, what is very 
rare in ths far •v.i.'it, viz- Ma.ca'inmii'.ftil 
roads. In my 30 years experience of the 
west I never saw a macadamized mad. 
The British Columbians appear to act on 
the principle "that whatsoever is worth 
dotpg at all is worth doing well." Van- 
couver's Island is 300 miles long and from 
30 to 40 wide. Tta character is inoun- 
tainoua, and the amount of arable land is 
necessarily li:uited. Farmini^, dairying, 
and fruit-ruising pays as well in tlie Talaucl 
as in any part of the world. Tlie price of 
government land is one dollar per acre in 
four equal instalments. 'Tis true it costs 
considerable to bring the land under cul- 
tivation, it being more or less timbered. 
For instance a mechanic can work at his 
trade during tho busy season and on the 
approach of winter can retire tn the coun- 
try and work at clearing his uwu land, and 
if he ip energetic and willing to work ho 
can in a few years have a snug farm well 
under way. The miner can ahso work on 
t!ie same principle, and if he understands 
tho use of dynamite will have the advant- 
age of tho mechanic in cleariiiij; land. The 
■modus ujiciaiiiii is aa foilows: — Take a 
sharp pointed crowbar and punch a hole 
between two of tho main spurs or roots — 
in a slanting direction backward and down- 
ward until a Utile past the contra of tho 
tree, insert the cartridge, reverse the crow- 
bar and damp the soil round the fu/.eo — 
when fired in place of a tree you iiave a 
hole in tlic ground, in this way the stump 
ia removed at tlie same tiino. The reader 
may bo inclined to imagine that after all 
I have written about so much boundless 
prairie ready fur the plough that clearing 
land in this way would be su uuieli labor 
in vain; but boar in mind that lliia land is 
in Vancouver island, never at any great 
distance from tide water and where it is 
safe to predict that tho no.ict generation 
will SCO arable land there wcjrth us much 
as it ia in Scotland to-day. Tlie wa}' of 
scratching over 100 acrea uf land .is they 
do in tho western states to raise wheat to 
pass ihrongh half a dozen hands before it 
reaches the consumer and p»y eiiurm.uis 
taxes besides is about "played out. " 
There are hundreds of men to -day in Cali- 
fornia wlio make a better living ofl' ten 
acres of land there then tho western farm- 
er can on 1(10. Vancouver Island i.s .sec 
olid only to California on thiH continent. 
Besides agriculture coal ia ininod on the 
island and is exported to Sun Fruncisco 
where it is held in great demand ; in short 
this island is the Nova Scotia of the Pa- 
cific, '{'he mainland of Britisli Columbia 
is divided into two divisions the west or 
coast region, the amount of ariiblo l:iiul 
is comparatively small, and tin; interior (ir 
oast Cascade region, the great inland ba.siii 
drained by tho Frasor and Culumbia rivers 
a country so divorsilied that to attempt to 
describe it in a letter would be entirely 
out of place; enough to stat(! that it is de- 
scribed "as a land of rolling w.ioded lulls 
and grassy hillocks, tablohinds, generally 
of high elevation, of ureat extent with 
or without forests. The celebrated bunch 
grass regionsouth of "lo degrees is generally 
unwooded or only li It-;, clumps and dot.s 
of conobearing trees without anderbru.sli. 
In the thickly wooded country iiiM-thward 
are many fine valleys with graaay sln|it^H 
and large hay swamps. Towards the region 
of the great lakes, 54 degrees, the country 
again becomes in many parts thinly 
wooded, wide strelchea of level or gently 
undulating land fringe the lakes; valleys 
and slopes covered with peaviiie and wild 
hay." The East Ca.scade region lias a dry 
climate and is essentially a grazing coun- 
try, but allowed to be the boat on the 
continent. British Columbian beef and 
mutton is pronounced to bo the best out 
of Great Britain.

Tliu Horse's Back. 

i\Ir. Dickenson an Eiiglidh authority, 
liad observed that his low-bucked, or as 
they would be commonly called, rather 
liollow-backed horses, working in harness, 
kept their condition well, wIuIb those ^with 
high backs lost llesh. A less quickly ob- 
servant man would not have noticed this 
fact, perhaps, in the course iif his life- 
time, lie wuukl have seen that some 
horses were alwaya ftiU-tleslied, others 
poor after much work, and ho might have 
satialied iiis curio.sity to know the roaaon 
by assuming that some horses had bettor 
ODiistitutioiial powers of endurance than 
uthors, ur ho might have gone off on a 
false scent, and have eiidoavorod to class- 
ify the fat and tlie lean, tho untiring and 
the soon wearied, according to color, poa- 
sibly discovering that horses of this color 
were mostly in good, of that color mostly 
ill bad condition ; but it just occurred tu 
him to observe the forms of the horses so 
iliti'erently affected by their work, and he 
was at iiiico struck with the fact to which 
reference had been already made, that 
tho horses which lost llosli all had high 
backs. Every time he noticed this he put 
to himself the question, "why "i^" Tho 
line of iho vortebne, he found, indicates 
the sort of work for which the liorao is 
fitted. If it is high tlio weight iiuiat be 
on the top, to press it together ; if low, 
the pressure must bo from below, for the 
same reason. So, if a high-backed horse 
were to try to push a heavy weight back, 
the spine, alreadj- bent in the wrong di- 
rection, for the purpose, is bent to a still 
higher arch, the arcli is opened 
and tho power lost. The low-backed 
horse, on the contrary, can push back 
almost any weight, for the pressure is 
hriuigliL tu bear upon the unJer weight, 
which, in his case, is the convex [lart of 
the arch, thus strengthening it. A down- 
ward curvature, therefuro, is the best form 
(if .apine for a draft horse, so that when 
he bends his body for a pull, or when his 
body is necessarily forced into a heap by 
tho eH'ort to push back a weight, the force 
uf the movement does not escape (if wo 
may put it so) through a yielding arch.
